Decayed Teeth—Remedy Is Largely Matter of Diet 


The members of the Wetaskiwin 
Kiwanis Club and representatives of 
other organizations enjoyed an excel- 
lent educative address on Monday 
evening last by Dr. Thompson, agent 
and field secretary of the Canadian 
Dental Hygiene Council, and who has 


charge of the campaign in Alberta. 
‘The speaker gave a fluent and 
thoughtful address. Without good 


teeth, there cannct be good health, 
cand without health a@ citizen cannot 
give the best service to.the com- 
munity. In Ottawa there is a De- 
‘partment of National Health, but this 
organization has no rizht to carry on 
in the provinces. The federal gov- 
ernment has responsibilities and have 
subsidized fourteen health. organiza~ 
tions in Canada. One of the strongest 
of these orgenizations is dealing with 
tuberculosis, anda as a result of their 
propaganda the death rate has been 
reduced 43%. Another organization 
is the International mentel hygiene 
czuncil, and as a result of their work 
‘patients in the mental hospitals ‘are 
‘now treated as sick people, and the 
discharges now amount to 60%. An- 
other organization is dealing with 
‘child welfare. It is now recognized 
that the child is the most important 
element in national life. Another is 
the Red Cross organization, which has 
done marvelous work. In 1920 a 
health program was formed, known 
‘as the Junior Red Cross, and they 
have practically changed the order of 
‘things, especially in the frontiers. 
The Cr idian Dental Hygiene 
Council is not a body of dentists, but 
is composed of laymen. The _ pur- 
pose cf the council is to inform the 
people of Cenada that dental decay 
leads to disease, and overything pos- 
sible should be done to prevent cent- 
‘al decay: Ninety-five percent of the 
eople- of. :

~-The* remedy "is largely.a matter: 
“diet; ‘Food should be eaten for its 
mineral elements. We should eat 
more vegetables, fruit and dairy pro- 
dvects and whole wheat bread. Any 
part of the ‘body. will restore itself, 
Dut not so with the teeth, as the 
‘enamel crown cannot be built after it 
4s destroyed. The crown will “be 
formed on every tooth at the age of 
seven years. Education will remove 
dental decay in the crewn in course 
of time, We should use the tecth as 
cogs of a wheel. Pyrrhoea is due to 
not using the teeth, and by the teeth 
not coming together correctly. Teeth 
‘should be cleaned ‘properly so that 
food will not be lodged between the 
teeth and in the crevices. A dead 
nerve leads to abscesses, and this 
lezds te pus and infection. Children 
three yeurs of age should go to the 
dentist three or fotr times a year, to 
see that the fissures 2re cleaned as 
far as possible. Dental disease must 
be eliminated and every child hos a 
right. to be well. i

gathering of the executive committee 
of the Alberta Medical association in 
Calgary recently, the problem of the 
incidence and treatment of cancer 
came up for much discussion. 

The result of the discussion was a 
decision to appoint a cancer commit- 
tee which would take prompt meas- 
ures to commence an energetic move- 
ment to counteract the increasing 
mortality due to cancer. 

It is general knowledge among doc- 
tors working to combat cancer that 
their efforts are definitely handicap- 
ped by the fact that patients present 
themselves for diagnosis and treat-| 
ment much too late. It was thought 
that if some means could be taken to 
educate the public concerning the 
early symptoms and signs, those suf- 
fering from this disease would be glad 
to consult the physician at an earlier 
date, when treatment would offer a 
reasonable hope of cure.

reconstructed, bringimz it up to 
standard, as it is unsuitable in its 
present condition for the heavy traf- 
fic already going over it. 

An alternate north and south road 
such as that suggested was recom-

If anyone 
does not know what the Rocky Moun-

whitefish, only it frequents rivers and 
will take a fly. 

So far as the actual number of 
permits are concerned, there wes an 
increase in angling last year, but 
weather conditions at one or two of 
the chief points were not so good, so 
the fishermen were a little out of 
luck. This, for instance, was the case 
‘at that popular fishing resort, Cold 
lake. ; 

It will not be a great while, how- 
ever, before the fisherman will begin 
to look over his rcds and start mend- 
ing tackle, and turn his glance to the 
almanac to count up the weeks ‘The 
opening seasons in Alberta vary 
according to localities, as on the Red 
Deer river and northerr Saskatche- 
wan river it opens on May 16th, and 
the Elbow river and further north ft 
starts“on June 15th. 

However, in spite of the interest 
taken in angling, commercial fishing 


in Alberta is a portion of its back-,

300 pounds. The total amount of fish 
marketed realized $732,197, which was 
a drop of some $3,000 compared with 
the previous year. -

crack the grain or peel the hull from 
barley or oats as this often causes 
a loss in percentage germination and 
damaged kernels are difficult to re- 
move from sound grain by any clean- 
ing apparatus. Before commencing to 
clean grain for seed, care should be 
taken to have the mill perfectly free 
from all seeds. If properly operated, 
most cleaners will do good work and, 
if care is taken at threshing time to 
select the best and cleanest grain, 
the work of the fanning mill may be 
lessened and better work may be ex- 
pected. 

Grain - saved for seed should be 
stored in a clean, dry bin which will 
remain dry. Bxcess moisture will 
cause’ heating and heating may in- 
jure the germination. ; 

Wheat, oats, and barley should be 
‘treated for smut. This can be done 
successfully with either formalin or 
copper carbonate dust. Formalin can 
be used for any grain while copper 
carbonate should be used only for
